Should Production In Tfje Whole 
Milk Sections Be Greatly 
Stimulated • 

"A dairyman In the Chicago milk 
district recently told ofg a neighbor 
who had been a chronic kicker over 
the price of milk. This same man 
has recently added several cows to 
his -herd. He undoubtedly reasoned 
that conditions are favorable for 
milk production at the present time 
and that now is the time to iriakQ a 
lot of milk. Unfortunately many 
dairymen In tho whole milk sections 
reason things out the same way. 
They too generally determine bow 
much milk they will produce thmia 
winter on the basis of present price 
rather than what the price might 
bo in the future. If the dalrynien 
jump In now and add to their herds 
and greatly Increase the production 
of milk on their farms they will 
soon be confronted with a large sur- 
plus of milk and an unsatisfactory 
price. A simple economic factor is 
involved, namely, that over produc- 
tion of any commodity tends to de 
flute Its price. 

The buyer of whole milk Is Inter- 
ested in a uniform production that 
will supply the demand for urban 
conaumptlon. The demand is fairly 
uniform throughout tho year, and 
the price paid for whole milk Is us- 
ually adjusted to Insure the desired 
supply. 

Wlien dairymen get out of tho 
practice of varying the size of- their 
herds with the season and price of 
milk and work with more efllclont 
producing herds built up by culling 
and breeding they will soon be main- 
taining a more uniform production. 
Uniform production will aid greatly 
In the marketing of their product." —

SEED BED-OFTEN SOURCE 

OF DISEASE IN VEGETABLES 
Cabbage and other crucifers, such 
as Brussels sprouts, khol-rabi, kale, 
turnip, radish, rape, rutabaga, and 
charlock, are subject to fungous and 
bacterial diseases which are carried 
from place to place hy various means, 
including insects, infected seed, trans- 
planting from an infected seed bed to 
tho field, drainage, cabbage refuse 
and the refuse of the other plants 
mentioned, and stable manure, farm 
animals and tools, and wind. These 
diseases aro preventable in tho main 
by simple means of plant sanitation, 
says the United States department of 
agriculture, even as human diseases 
may largely bo prevented by proper 

care. 

As the seed bed is often the source 
of infection, tho truck farmer will 
find it profitable to take tho greatest 
pains to Insure healthy plants. Locate 
the seed bed on new ground if pos- 
sible, advises the department. Crop 
rotation, avoiding crops which belong 
to the cabbage family, will help and 
is worth while, regardless of whether 
or not it is necessary* to control plant 
mala'dies. A good rotation system will 
starve out many fungous diseases 
that may exist and will help control 
many weeds, particularly wild mua- 
tard and Its relatives, which harbor 
cabbage peats. 

The leaf diaease of cabbage, caull- 
fiower, and related cropa are relatlvo- 
so unimportant that spraying Is aol- 
dom required. Tho most Important 
diseases are Internal or soil parasites, 
which are out of reach of fungicides. 
The free use of lime will help in con- 
trolling such parasites and tho disin- 
fecting of all cabbage seed before 
planting, to prevent black rot and 
black leg, will, be found of consider- 
able value, according to teats carried 
on by the department.

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Twin-Brother to T. B. • 

. Cause of Cattle Loss 

"The twin brother to tuberculosis" 
la ono of the names given by veteri- 
narians to u fatal disease which causes 
havoc In any herd whore it gains en- 
trance. 

This dlBcasc, also colled Johne's 
disease, and resembling tuberculosis 
somewhat In symptonia and effects, la 
not a now one but has often been 
confused with tuberculosis, so has but 
recently been credited with the seri- 
ousness that it dcser^'es. Herds In 
dairy states are menaced If this twin 
brother to T, B. once gets Its hold on 
a diilry animal. 

"It Is believed that once Johne'a 
disease gets under way In tho animal 
death la certain to result from It," 
says D. A. Beach, veterinarian at the 
Wisconsin College of Agriculture, 
"The annual loss In Wisconsin so far 
reported may run as high as 12 per 
cent In badly Infected herds. The 
disease Is a contagious ono and pur* 
chaso from an Infected herd Is usually 
tho origin of the trouble In other herds. 

"Another bad feature of thla disease 
1b that It generally affects only young 
heifers. Becauae of Oils tendency to 
affect tho most valuable stock and bo- 
cause ItB spread la so rapid, this dis- 
ease Is worse than tuberculosis.** 

Symptoms of Johne's disease show 
about six months after the germs of 
Infection gain entrance to tho body. 
Immediately after calving Is when the 
Infected animals are most apt to sliow 
tho symptoms. . 

Infected animals lose flesh rapidly 
so that they become mere walking 
skeletons. Diarrhea occurs at Inter 
valB and the milk flow la greatly re- 
duced and flnally stops. The dlsooso, 
which Is contracted through tho mouth 
In feeding yards, can be detected by 
tlio Johnln test, which according to Mr. 
Hastings, head of the bacteriology de- 
partment at tlio eiperiraent atatlon, li 
ftlmllar to the tuberculosis teBt 

•TTiat much can be done," says Mr. 
Hastings, "through tho use of thli 
test, to decrease tho spread of this 
disease In a herd has been demon- 
strated In Denmark. Prompt removal 
and Isolation of all animals reacting 
to tho teat Is tho only prerontlon.**

Economical Hog Ration 

Given by Ohio Station 

In a buHetln recently publlnhed by 
the Ohio experiment station on "sup- 
plements to com for fattening swine," 
some figures were given on the various 
amounts of feed rcQulrod to produce 
100 pounds of gain. The pigs used 
were pure breds, weighing about 82 
pounds each, and were fed In dry lots 
by means of solf-feeders. Ono lot was 
fed com and tankage at the rate of 12 
parts com to one part tankage. Fig- 
uring com at 40 cents a bushel ond 
tankage at ?3 n hundred, It coat 92.01 
for each 100 pounds of gain. Another 
lot was fed one part com to two parts 
skim mHk, Figuring on tho aamo price 
for com, the feeding value of the sklm 
mUk amounted to only $l.l!S, or 18.7 
cents per cwL, as compared with tank- 
ago In feoding value. This does not 
mean that tankage Is always more eco- 
nomical than sklm mUk, For young 
pigs Bklm milk Is superior to tanknga 
However, If there 1b not enough milk 
produced on the farm for feeding pniv 
poAes, It Is more economical to buy 
tankage than sklm milk.

Finish Culling 
Before First

calls at once, so Uioy can be promptly 
attended to. If agreeable we usually 
like to have neighbors Invited In to 
their culling domonBtrations. Wo have 
had some very good meetings this 
month with many present. 

Are you making preparations for 
the fall and winter season of higher 
prices for cgga? "WiU the benhouao 
be clean and warm, yet well enough 
ventilated for prolltablo production? 
Aro you getting the pullets ready for 
work, by feeding a balanced . maah, 
along wit bother feed. Without good 
nil year around production there Is 
usually not much profit in poultry, 
but with It, you often got a greater 



net profit than with any other kind of 
livestock. The hen roosting on the 
leafless tree produces no eggs. 

Seed Corn 

It begins to look as though there 
might develop a real scarcity ot seed 
corn next spring. Unless you have a 
desirable lot of old corn, It will pay 
to give particular attention In select- 
ing seed. Even in the most matured 
fields corn Is full of moisture, and 
early frost has caught aomo fields. 
The outside of the^ barn Is not the 
best place to dry seed corn this year, 
as It will need to bo protected from 
freezes. Hung up on twine or seed 
corn hangers in the attic or some 
form where It can dry out thoroughly 
without danger of freezes whllo still 
full of moisture, Is the safest place 
for It. Experience has shown that 
seed corn can bo picked as early as 
In the glazed or well dented stage, 
and i fproperly dried, make good seed.

In 47 counties of North Carolina a 
"live at home" campaign, backed by 
the governor of the State, revived 
interest In gardening, poultry, hoga, 
and dairy work during 1922. People 
pledged themselves to plant larger 
and better gardens both to feed the 
family and sell the surplus. A report 
received by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture gives many 
statistics von the results achieved. 
Halifax County Is typical. As a re- 
sult of Its garden work there were 
2G0 new summer gardens, 100 new 
winter gardens, and vegetahlea sold 
to the amount of $5,011. The Meck- 
lenburg County home demonstration 
agent reports that in addition to^gar- 
dena planted, 100 milk cowa have 
been brought into the county, and 
families in the mill districts of Pas- 
quotank County were interested In 
backyard gardens. The mills gave a 
number of vacant lots rent tree to 
their employees who raised quantities 
of vegetables. 

Tho total egg production through 
poultry work In 24 counties Is estim- 
ated at about 400.000 eggs, of which 
about one third were sold, another 
third used for hatching or sold for 
breeding purposes, some preserved In 
water glass, and many used at home, 
Puro-bred poultry was urged every- 
where. The 2.323 demonstrators en- 
rolled In dairy work la these counties 
had Q,000 cows which they managed 
according to methods advocated by 
extension workers. Butter waa made 
by B,3G1 demonstrators, to the esti- 
mated value of $1S1.0G1.70, of which 
about one-ninth was sold. Cottage 
cheeao, cream, sweet milk, and but- 
termilk wore" used at home and sold, 
and 3,853 persona reported increased 
use of milk and milk products In 
their family diet. 

Tho "live at home" idea waa car- 
ried out In the booth? at the State 
fair. When a variety of vegetables 
Ironi tho home garden waa shown in 
one booth, how to use them in the 
diet was demonstrated In another. 
The same Idea was carried out by re- 
lating poultry, eggs and butter to the 
nutrition booth.

"A dairyman In tlio Chicago milk 
district recently told oCg a neighbor 
who had been a chronic kickor over 
the price of milk. This same man 
has recently added several cows to 
his herd. Ho undoubtedly reasoned 
tiidt conditions are favorable for 
milk production at the present time 
and that now Is the time to make a 
lot of milk.

SEED BED'OFTEN SOURCE 

OF DISEASE IN VEGETABLES 
Cabbage and other cruclfers, such 
as Brussels sprouts, khol-rabl, kale, 
turnip, radish, rape, rutabaga, and 
charlock, are aubjcct to fungous and 
bacterial diseases which are carried 
from place to place by various means. 
Including insects, Infected seed, trans- 
planting from an Infected seed bed to 
tho field, drainage, cabbage refuse 
and the refuse of the other plants 
mentioned, and stable manure, farm 
animals and tools, and wind. These 
diseases are preventable in the main 
by simple means of plant sanitation, 
says tho United States department of 
agriculture, even as human diseases 
may largely be prevented by proper 

care. 

As the seed bed la often tho source 
of infection, the truck farmer will 
find it profitable to take tho greatest 
pains to insure healthy plants. Locate 
the seed bed on now ground if pos- 
sible, advises the department Crop 
rotation, avoiding crops which belong 
to tho cabbage family, will help and 
is worth while, regardless of whether 
or not it is necessary'to control plant 
maladies. A good rotation system will 
starve out many fungous diseases 
that may exist and will help control 
many weeds, particularly wild mus- 
tard and its relatives, which harbor 
cabbage pests. 

The leaf disease of cabbage, caull- 
fiower, and related crops are relatlvo- 
80 unimportant tliat spraying la sel- 
dom required. Tho most Important 
diseases are internal or soil parasites, 
which are out of reach of fungicides. 
The free use of Ume will help In con- 
trolling such parasites and the disin- 
fecting of all cabbage seed before 
planting, to prevent black rot and 
black leg, will, be found of consider- 
ablo value, according to tests carried 
on by the department. Tho use of 
disease resistant varieties of cabbage 
and other cruclfers will also pay.

GOVERNMENT BIG EXHIBITOR 

AT NATIONAL DAIRY SHOW 
Tho annual national dairy shoy 
hold this year at the Now York state 
fair grounds, Syracuse. Oct 5-13. It 
Is an exposition In the Interest of all 
porsons who are Interested in any 
phase of the dairy Industry, and at- 
iracts tho producer, dealer, mnnufac- 
lurer. transportation man ond con- 
sumer. A feature of tho annual 
show is an exhibit prepared by the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture, not only to demonstrate the 
work carried on by 'ho department 
reUtlvo to dairying hut also to show 
fundninental pi ictlcos that have been 
worned out sue cnsfully and are 
woithv of being given to the public 
for (general application. 

Iho main thunii of the d ipa.-*- 
ai»nt'(j exhibit »';t3 v/-ar Is tho de- 
reln;iircut of a dairy fMr.Ti f'om Its 
prnnUlvo state to Us final s*i»go of 
r'l'r.tVpment Ti^ various 8'.*-p& In 
till' linprovemont of the farm, an. mala, 
a^d equipment are brought out in 
ihrrn iLigo Ilfel'k* representations of 
ll:n Mmo farm iit dit.Tont stages. The 
nie'.Hi I'h of dairy mnr.agement which 
made It possible for this farm to reach 
Its high state 6t cfllclcncy are shown 
very clearly In detail. Besides tho 
Information that It conveys, the fea- 
ture has a historical aspect. In that 
the progress ot Amertcan dairying 
with respect to farms, animals, equip- 
ment, dairy machinery, and methods 
of production and marketing are de- 
pleted. The exhibit will comprise 30 
booths,' each consisting of ono section 
4 by 8 feet and two sections each 4 
by i foot Tho historical development 
of dairying will bo shown by a large 
panorama 100 feet long and 8 feet 
high. 

All the bureaus ot the department 
of agriculture were combed for In- 
formation on dairying when the work 
was started, and the best and newest 
of this was picked out and coordinated 
to form the exhibit, which haa fea- 
tures of Interest to all classes of vis- 
itors. Tho result Is not a primer on 
dairying for tho beginner but a pre- 
sentation of the newest Information 
and most fundamental prtnclples of 
dairy farming, manufacturtng and 
marketing. 



USE OIL STOVES TO GIVE 

ORANGES THAT GOLDEN GLOW 
Citrus fruit grown under certain cli- 
matic and cultural conditions may be 
mature and highly desirable for food 
while tho akin of the fruit Is still 
green In color. This la especially 
truo of the Satsuma orange, ono of 
tho so-called "kid-glove" varieties be- 
longing to the tangerine family, as 
grown In Alabama, where tho fruit 
frequently reaches the stage where 
It la ottractve and palatable as an ar- 
ticle of diet some weeks before it 
attains the characteristic golden-yel- 
low color. If left on the trees tho 
fruit deteriorates, and yet In the 
mind of the consuming public a 
green-colored orange Is unfit for food. 
This has led to the perfection ot a 
coloring process, based on- eipori- 
ments with lemons in California by 
Investigators of the Bureau of Plant 
Industry, United States Department 
of Agriculture, "which gives the 
orange tho right color without In any 
way injuring Its food value. 

Normally tho picking of Satauma 
oranges colored on tho tree begins 
about October 15, but frequently pick- 
ing Is delayed from two to four 
weeks owing to seasonal variations 
in climate. When the oranges are 
to bo colored, however, they may be 
gathered much sooner. After they 
havo been graded the fruit Is put In 
tight rooms and subjected to fumes 
from kerosene stoves or to gasoline- 
engine exhaust The exhaust gases 
given off by a gasoUno engine or by 
the Incomplete combustion of a kor- 
sono stove destroy the green chlor- 
ophyll which masks the yellow color 
of tho oranges. Fruit carrying up 
to 40 per cent natural ripo color will 
ordinarily require four days In tho 
golden color. 

The process of coloring as applied 
to conditions In Alabama enablea the 
growers to get their fruit on the mar- 
ket four to six weeks sooner thaa if 
It wore left to color on the trees. This 
enables the growers to obtain better 
prices and to reduce the risk of dam- 
age to the crop by early frosts.

Trevor Happenings 



For Shrinking Milk Checks 

In Bplto of good pastures, grass Is 
apt to bo tough and not nearly so ap- 
petizing as in May or June. Tho cat- 
tle win stand In the shade Instead ot 
eating for greater production. Wliat 
the cow wants Is flomothlng appetiz- 
ing and hence a little grain^at milk- 
ing time during the late -summer and 
fall la deslrahle. A little silage, If 
you have it, is a good thing also. 
Oreea oats and peas or green corn, as 
well as other forage crops, cut green 
and ted during milking time are also 
good to swell Bhrlnging milk checks. 
The following grain mixture used 
■while cows aro on pasture is very 
satisfactory: 

200 pouds. of'cornnieal 
150 pounds of cottonseed meal 
150 pounds of ground oats 
150 pounds of gluten feed 
Feed tlie grain mixture according 
to the way tlie cow responds. If a 
cow win not Increase her production 
on a grain mixture in summer, she 
is not worth keeping. 

Any one who Is busy swatting flies 
and the cow is switching her tall 
against his face is not enthusiastic 
about the milk check. Spray the cat- 
tle with some good spray, morning 
and evening so they may have peace 
when in the pasture. A barrel full 
of fly repellant can be made very eas- 
ily as follows: 
Into an ordinary iol barrel put two 



and one-half gallons of zenoleum or 
coal-tar disinfectant and flve gallons 
of cotton seed oil and All tho barrel 
with water. As occasion demands 
this may be used as a spray. It is not 
sticky, leaves tho animals* coat in 
good condition and Is not expensive. 
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Keeps Apples Until July' 

Very few apples remained on the 
trees after the severe wind storm 
swept through Antioch a month ago. 
^Vliat few apples have reached ma- 
turity should be given tho best at- 
tention possible so that they will ho 
able to, keep a long time. 

Lnst year I stored several barrels 
of Mcintosh Reds and Wealthy apples 
that kept till last July. It was accom- 
plished in the following manner: 

Tlio apples were picked the first 
part of September while they were 
rather green, at least not overly ripe, 
and each apple wrapped In a. piece of 
newspaper. Only sound and clean 
apples were used. The boxes and bar- 
rels were then closed and stored In 
a cool cellar. Wealthy apples were 
somewhat withered but edbile the fol- 
lowing 4th of July. V 

It is very Important that the pack- 
ages bo closed so that the top layer 
of wrapped apples la not exposed to 
dust laden with bacteria and molds. 
The newspaper prevents the spread 
of rot from an affected apple to an- 
other. 



ALMANAC WEATHER FORECASTS 
CAN NOT BE DEPENDED ON 
The publishing of weather fore- 
casts by days for an entire calendar 
year as predicted by many almanacs 
Is undoubtedly based on the willing- 
ness of many people to accept with- 
out question anything that appears in 
print, says the Weather Bureau of tho 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. Actually such forecasts are not 
based on sound principles and there- 
fore are without any value whatso- 
ever. Accurate prediction of the 
weather and temperature for a sea- 
son in advance can not be made for 
places In general because there aro 
no known laws on which to base 
them. An exception to this statement 
Is found In the case of forecasting 
the strengtli of monsoon winds of 



India, on which the summer rains of 
that country are dependent. These 
forecasts, while not claiming to be 
infallible, give In general terms an 
indication at to whether the rainfall 
will he above, below, or approximate- 
ly normal for the summer months. 
They are, therefore, valuable. 

Tho farmer who attempts to carry 
on his buslneas with only almanac 
forecasts to guide him must necessar- 
ily lose rather than gain by following 
them. SImilarily, forecasts of weath- 
er and temperature for a long time 
In advance published in the newspa- 
pers should be disregarded In plan- 
ning farming operations. When dally 
weather maps of the world can be 
made the first step at arriving at the 
principles of seasonal weather fore- 
casting will bo possible.

The extent to which pure bred live 

stock Iielps solve farmers' feeding prob- 
lems Is a striking result of a nues- 

tionnalre Investigation just completed 

by the United States Department of 

Agriculture. In thLs study nearly HOO 

prnctlcnl stockmen described 'what 

tlieir most serious feeding probh-ms 

were nnd how they are meeting them. 
In answer to the Question. "Do vou 

And that live stock of improved breed- 
ing make greater gahis or produce 

more than scrubs or' common stoch 

wlien fed In the same way?" there wa* 

almost uminlmous agreement on the 
bettor results obtained In feeding Im- 
proved live stock. Most replies gave 
specinc figures on the extent of su- 
periority as shown by financial returns 
The figures varied widely with an av- 
erage aurorlorlty of 30.0 per cent for 
the Improved stock, in general, pure 
bred stock excelled the grades and Uie 
grades greatly excelled scrubs.

effect to the treaty between United 
States and Great Britain for the pro- 
tection, of birds migrating' between 
the United States and Canada has the 
effect of modifying many ytaie laws. 
This law is administered by the 
United States department 0*' agricul- 
ture through the biological survey 
and provides that the states may 
make and enforce laws relating to ml- 
gratory birds which give further pro- 
tection to these birds than that af- 
forded by the migratory bird treaty 
act regulations. If such laws do not 
extend the opep seasons beyond the 
dates provided In the federal regula- 
tions. 

In order to guide the gunner as to 
his privileges under both state and 
federal laws the department of agri- 
culture will shortly Issue Farmers* 
liulletln No. 1375. giving a summary 
of the game laws for the hunting sea- 
son of 1923-21, containing a synopsis 
of the game laws for each state, to 
show the open seasons for all migra- 
tory game blrd.s In conformity with 
both state nnd federal laws. The open 
seasons stated in this bulletin are the 
times when Imnting may he enjoyed 
without violating either law. Copies 
of this bulletin, when published, may 
be obtained on application to the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture, Washington, D. C. 



what others may expect when they Im- 
prove their henis or Hocks. While the 
result lacks the preciseness of sclen- 
tinc work, It has as a background the 
average of 20 years' experience of 
nearly 000 practical live stock ouniers 
under fann conditions. The figure given 
la strikingly similar to that of -10.4 per 
cent obtained hy the department more 
than a year ago as showing the su- 
perlnr utility value of pure breds over 
common stock from a general fann 
point of view. 

Many fnrmers. In dlscu.sslng the su- 
perior ability of pure hretls In utilizing 
feeds, gave Interesting experiences. A 
southern hog grower states that his 
pure bred s^vlne make GO per cent bet- 
ter growth than scrubs on Uie same 
feed and care. 

A South Dakota farmer told of sell- 
ing three good grade steers on the 
Omaha market foV $rA30 apiece more 
per head than scrubs raised with them. 

An Ohio dalrj-man kept milk records 
of some common cows nnd pure breds 
with Uio result that showed a produc- 
tion at the end of the year double that 
of the common stock; " 

Another farmer reported a fce<llng 
test m which he kept well-bred cnttio 
and scrubs In the same yard, aU receiv- 
ing the saino ration. Tlio good cattle 
fattened while the scrubs remained 
poor. 

Scores of irimllar eiperleneefl Indl- 
cnte thnt well-bred live stock Is an Im- 
portant meana in reducing feeding 
coQta nnd increasing flnbnclal retun.a 

It Is of interest to note, however, 
that, no matter how strong the consen- 
BOS of opinion may be, tliere are gen- 
emily a few on the negative side. Of 
nearly OOO CQ:perience8, flve or about 1 
per cent, for one reason or anoUier. had 
fnned to snccood with Improved stock 
xnis fact, taken Into consideration with 
the foregoing data, points to q 00 per 
cent probability that pure bred and
